Phillips and Jim Carroll who 
were cited for contempt of 
court by the commissioners 
after they ignored the ban 
during Friday’s meeting. 
Judge Tom Ryan of the 
199th 
District 
Court 
will 
determine if the resolution 
passed 
by 
the 
c o m ­ 
m issioners F rid ay which 
forbids the use of cam eras 
during meetings is legal. 
The hearing which was 
originally set for Feb. 22 has 
been postponed “because of 
the unique legal questions 
involved,” Caton said. He 


said additional 
time was 
necessary for each side to 
prepare its case. 
“ The 
Collin County 
C om m issioners have the 
right 
to 
m eet 
w ithout 
disruption of business, but 
newsmen have the right to 
cover such meetings,” Caton 
said. “The question is if one 
side has abused its rights 
and responsibilities. 
“ My clients hold that the 
use of c a m e ra s 
is 
not 
disruptive,” he said. “The 
judge w'ill rule on the m atter 
of law'-how much power the 
commissioners have to limit 
press 
coverage 
and 
how 
m uch freedom the jo u r ­ 
nalists have to report the 
news.”

The w ire is put 
Troug h the needle s eye, thread through this loop, pull the 
loop back and the needle is threaded. I am only 83 and do not 
have to spend more than a few seconds threading any needle 
eye - m achine or others.

D E A R P O L L Y — My Pointer is for older people who have 
trouble opening the safety-lid containers for m edicine that 
Fed eral regulations now' require. When having a prescrip­ 
tion filled ask the pharm acist to place the label inside the 
plastic bottle. When you get home transfer the prescription 
A N D label to an empty vitam in bottle or any easy-off cap 
container. If bottle is crystal clear the label m ay be placed 
inside but if the bottle is dark blue or another color tape 
label to the outside for easy reading. 
If the easy-off bottle will not accommodate your entire 
supply refill when necessary but do be sure that both con­ 
tainers are clearly labeled. Adhesive tape is easy to w rite

rejection. 
Sometimes they retaliate by 
seeking to establish inner 
circles of their own, and thus 
they reject those who have 
rejected them. 
This only 
leads to a separated and 
segregated society which is

division and disharm ony. 
Others respond to rejection 
by becom ing b itter and 
cynical.

Charge Finances 
Can Be Counted 


Many of us find it con­ 
venient to charge our pur­ 
chases in stores and gas 
stations. 
The 
catch, 
of 
course, is having the money 
to pay the brtts~when they 
become due, or having to 
pay finance charges. 
If y o u ’ve had to 
pay 
finance 
charges 
on 
your 
revolving charge accounts, 
the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice has some good news. 
You can deduct revolving 
ch a rg e accounts finance 
charges as interest on your 
income tax returns. 
Typically, 
these 
charge 
accounts permit customers 
to purchase goods or ser­ 
vices on credit at no charge 
if the purchases are paid in 
full within 30 days of the 
billing date. If the customer 


doesn’t make full payment 
within 30 dyas, the seller 
adds 
a 
ch arg e 
to 
the 
cutom er’s account based on 
the unpaid balance at the 
beginning of the month. 
What’s 
more, 
you 
can 
deduct the full amount of the 
interest charged, 
whether 
it’s 
eight 
percent 
or 
18 
percent a year. And the 
interest must be on a debt 
that you legally are required 
to pay. ^ ou can t deduct 
interest you have paid for 
another 
person 
who 
is 
responsible for the debt 
One more important tip to 
rem em ber: be sure that you 
have good records of your 
payments. The IRS may ask 
you to prove you actuall> 
paid the interest you claimed 
as a deduction.
